"Eiquors Vary In Value As 


Diet Benefits. 


One of the most frequqeht questions 


'sent to me of late has been Whether 
use of alc&holic liquors tends to put 
oit much weight, and whether they 
have any special value in the diet. 


People do not take alcoholic bever- 


ages with the idea of putting on 
weight They are taken for then- ap- 
petizing reaction, for the feeling of 
exhihartion that they give, arid be- 
cause they seem to be a pleasant 
way to quench thirst. 


Alcoholic beverages usually. are di- 


vided into malt liquors, wines, and 
distilled liquors. The various types 
differ in their contributions to in- 
crease Weight and in the amourit of 


i alcohol they contain. 


Malt liquors usually have less al- 


cchol than do wines or distilled li. 
quors, but.they have a much higher 
amount of carbohydrates and protein. 


In many foreign countries, beers 


• and ales are taken as part'of the meal 


and help to provide the total number 
of calories required by the individual 
for .the day. 


In this country far too frequently 


these liquors are taken between meals'. 
Because 
they add a 
considerable 


amo\int of calories tb those usually 
taken, they tend to put on weight. 


Light beer .usually contains less car- 


bohydrate and more alcohol than dark 
heer. Bock beer is made with more 
malt and_hops per barrel, and there- 
fore contains more alcohol and car- 
bohydrates than ordinary beer. 


Ale, poster, and stout differ ordin- 


ary beer .in using another type of yeast' 
requiring; higher 
fermentation and 


storage temperatures. These produce 
a different flavor. 


These forms of malt liquors usually 


contain more alcohol and carbohy- 
drates than ordinary beers. In gen- 
eral, a cup of half-pint of bock beer 
provides 150 calories as Compared with

Wines usually contain two to four 


times the percent of alcohol found in 
heer, but they are much lower in 
carbohydrates and are usually taken 
in smaller quantities. 


For example, a wine glass, or about 


one-tenth of a quart, of ordinary Cal- 
ifornia wine provides 
75 calories. 


Sweet wines, such as muscatel, port, 
and sherry, provide between 140 and 
170 calories to the glass. 


Champagne provides from 85 to 120 


calories a glass. The amount of al- 
cohol in such a glass of wine is 10 per 
cent by weight as compared with 4 
to 6 per cent by weight of beers. 


Whisky is proportionately 
much 


stronger in alcohol, running from 30 
to 35 per cent by weight and provid- 
ing 50 to 75 calories for a small glass. 
Cocktails of all kinds vary according 
to materials put in them.

I wish all parents of stuttering chil- 


dren could read Dr. Wendell Johnson's 
article on "Stuttering" in the Mother's 
'Encyclopedia published by "Parent's 
Magazine." It is impossible to give 
even a synopsis here. It seems, how- 
ever, that intensive study and experi- 
menting by speech-pathologists have 
reduced the guess-work. 


The two halves of the brain work- 


ing simultaneously together are or- 
dinarily of different power, he ex- 
plains. One is usually dominant and 
the other falls in line. When these are 
more , nearly equal in controlling- 
strength, there is more likelihood of 
stuttering. 


Treatment Requires Caution 


Left-handed 
children changed to 


right, may develop stuttering, although 
this may have been done before speech 
developed at all. But this is only part 
of it. By developing certain hand and 
finger habits and exercises- (right or 
left, according to cause, case-history 
and age) the correcting process is car- 
ried out in the scientific speech clinic. 


Dr. Johnson finishes with the ad- 


vice that notreatment be undertaken 
without a thorough examination by a 
"speech-pathologist" and adds that it 


'so easy to do more harm than 


good." He emphasizes that what the 
parent should understand is that it is 
;now possible to prevent and cure 
stuttering." 


There have been many treatments 


advocated 
by the 
laity—old-wives' 


stuff such as holding stones in the 
mouth, holding the breath, clicking 
the teeth between words, and so on— 
that any scientific statement is a re- 
lief. 


Cure Takes Time. 


In some cases where stuttering is 


not fixed, but a result of self-con- 
sciousness or fatigue or over-excite- 
ment, cures have been worked by 
such experiments perhaps. The real 
stutterer must go deeper for cure and 
no magic can be expected over-night, 
or in a month. This newer method 
takes time. 


Knowing the despair of so many 


parents, I know, too, the eagerness 
with which they scan the skies for 
any real sign of help or hope. 


I have just one suggestion to make. 


Like everything else, treatment will 
be more effective if begun before the 
child gets too old. After eighteen there 
is less chance for things happening. 
But still do not despair. There may 
be hope then, too.

Favorable in April 


WASHINGTON—(^)—An 
unfavor- 


able balance in the nation's foreign 
trade in April—for the first time since 
August, 1933—was reported by the de- 
partment of commerce. 


Total foreign trade declined in April. 


Exports, which usually recede about 
six per cent from March, were 11 per 
cent smaller. Imports, which ordi- 
narily fall about three per Cent, were 
•four per cent lower. 


The excess of imports over exports 


the unfavorable balance, amounted to 
$G,217,000. 


Exports in April were 
$164,350,000 


compared with 5184,603,000 in March 
nnd $79,417,000 in April, 1934. 


Imports were $170,567,000' in April, 


compared with $177,275,000 in March 
and $146,523,000 in April, 1934. 


The nation still maintained a fav- 


orable balance for the 
first 
four 


months of the year. It was $20,583,000 
compared with a favorable balance in 
the first four months of 1934 of ?132,_ 
250,000.
